COHERE  is  (caret  any  Story  Jo  little  known,  for  m 
1  fo  very  popular ,  that  of  Robin  Hood  and  Little 

John.  Numbers  there  are  who  loot  upon  all  tbgt  is  fai  of 

them  as  fabulous ,  and  believe  them  (like  the  Jjoesjnf 
Gods  of  Homer  and  Ovid)  to  have  extfttd  no  where  but  m 
the  fertile  Brain  of  an  inventing  Poet,  Nor  is  this  the 
Opinion  of  an- unthinking  People  :  I  have  often  heard  it  aj- 
ferted  by  men  of  good  Senfe ;  but  that  they  are  gro fly  mtj- 
taken  is  very  certain ;  for  King  Richard  the  hrfi,  tranf 
ported  with  Zeal,  blindly  facrificed  every  thing  to  it,  and 
ruined  himfelf  and  almojl  his  who  e  Nation ,  to  carry  on  a 
War  againtl  the  Lnfidds  in  the  Holy  Land,  where  he  went 
in  Perfan.  The  intejline  Troubles  of  England  was  very 
great  it  that  time ;  and  even  John, >  the  Kings  Brother, 

caballed  to  dethrone  him,  and  take  poffffon  °f 
This  was  an  opportunity  which  the  Outlaws  and  Banditti 
would  by  no  means  negleSl ,  and  England  was  w'?et  e 

tnfefted  with  Thieves  and  Robbers.  But  amongfl thefe,  none 
made  fo  con fider  able  a  Figure  as  Robin  Hood;  who ,  as 
Hijiorians  affure  us,  ehiefiy  ref, dedsn  Torkfoire ■  but  ■mb, 
if  we  may  give  any  Credit  to  moftof  our  Old  Sengs,  was 
iery  eonverfant  in  the  County  of  Nottingham  Befides 
Little  John  he  had  an  Hundred  Bowmen  in  his  Retinue, 
but  none  but  the  Rich  food  in  Awe  of him :  So  far from 
fpciling  the  Poor ,  he  did  them  all  the  Good  that  lay  tnhts 
Tower.  Of  the  Rich,  he  feldom  abufed  thofe  he  robbed 

and  never  offered  to  flop  or  rifle  any  woman.  It  is  not

.  very  pofttiyely  known  who  he  was ;  but  the  general  Opinion 
o  f  the  Hijhrian  is,  that  he  was  a  Nobleman  j  by  Birth  , 
noble,  and^  created  an  Earl  for  fome  conftderable  Service 
done  his  Country  in  IV art  But  having  riotoujly  fpent  hit 
EJlate ,  he  took  to  that  IV ay  of  Living,  rather  chafing  to 
venture  his  Life  for  every  Thing  he  got  than  to  live  in  a 
dependant  State  and  be  beholden  to  any  Body  for  his  Bread. 
Hubert,  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury,  and  Chief  JuJliciary 
ef  England,  endeavouring  all  he  could  to  JuppreJ's  theft 
Robbers  and  Outlaws ,  fet  a  very  conftderable  Price  on  the 
Head  of  Robin  Hood,  and  fever al  Stratagems  were  ufed 
to  apprehend  him ;  but  all  their  attempts  proved  fruitfefs f 
Force  he  repelled  by  Force ,  and  Art  by  Cunnings  till  at 
length  falling  ill  he  went  (in  order  to  be  the  better  taken 
Care  of)  to  Birkley’s,  a  Nunnery  in  Yorkshire,  where  he 
dejired  to  be  let  Bloody  but  the  Reward  fet  upon  his  Head 
being  very  conftderable,  it  proved  a  great  Temptation  to 
fome  who  knew  him,  by  whom  he  was  betrayed  j  and  in- 
Jlead  of  bleeding  as  he  dejired,  he  was  bled  to  death ,  about 

the  latter  End  of  1395 - As  to  the  following  Song,  with 

which  we  fhall  begin  this  ColleSlion,  I  think  I  need  not  fay 
any  Thing  in  Commendation  of  it,  being  the  mojl  beautiful, 
and  one  of  the  oldejl  extant  on  that  Subject.  One  Thing  we 
mujl  obfetve  in  reading  of  it  and  that  is,  between  fome 
of  the  Stanza’s  we  mujl  fuppofe  a  conftderable  Time  to  pafs. 
Clorinda  might  be  thought  a  very  forward  Girl,  if  between 
Robin  Hood ’ s  dpuejlion  and  her  Anfwer,  we  did  not  fup¬ 
pofe  tivo  or  three  Hours  to  have  been  fpent  in  Courtjhip . 
And  between  Robin  Hood’s  being  entertained  at  G  unwell - 
Hall,  and  his  having  Ninety  three  Bowmen  in  Sherwood, 
we  mujl  allow  feme  Tears  I  know  not  how  our  Criticks 
will  relijh  this  ;  but  I  would  have  them  remember  that  our 
Poets  of  old  fcorned  to  curb  the  Poetick  Fire  to  give  way 
so  dull  Rule .  L hey  had  no  tedious  Comment  upon  Ariftotle 
toconfult-,  no  Boflue’j  nor  Dennis’*  to  guide  them  ;  or  at 
leajl,  they  had  too  much  Spirit  to  be  guided  by  them.  Their 
J  Forks  were  the  firjl  Flight  of  a  lively  Imagination ;  and 
Poets  vjere  looked  upon,  like  other  Englijhmen ,  born  to  live 
and  write  with  Freedom.
